Eight months of the flnancidl -yeaT

000. 'Ihoy will, in. truths, be about

Ever since it beoamo manifest oven 
to the dullest minda that Walkem'si 
miaaion is likely to result in Columbia 
beinfj in a inanuor compelled to accept 

inferior Terms to those Mackenzie wan 
willing' to concodo last spring, the 
lj3al organ of the Provincial Govorn- 
moni; has abandoned itsolf to the most 
uuconscionablo prevarication, the 
m jst palpable conlriidictionn.

of whtoh it stated distinctly that Wal- 
kem had been furnished with a copy 
of the new Terms, which ho had 
"transmitted to the Government ot 
this Province," audit conclupod by- 
reasserting tho correctucBs of previous 
telegrams on tho subject. Now it 
disclaima all knowledge of the Terms, 
and says It wa& only those people at 
the London dinner who said they were 
good! Could journalisLic tergiversa- 
tion possibly bo carried further? Has the

lions. It will bo remonibored that 
these obstructionists took a sinular po- 
sition in regard to the Canadian Paci- 
fic Telegraph; but since that, too, tas 
found favour iu the sight of Lord 
Carnarvon, we arc not altogether with- 
out liopo that they will also consont 
that it should bo allowed to go on. It 
is, indeed matter for congratulation 
that these tribunes of progressive and 
enlightened thought and opinion 
should manifest a dieposition to with- 
draw their opposition and permit thoae 
great works to go on; albeit it ia not 
absolutely certain that these works 
would not go on in spite of their op- 
position.

Section provides that the 
Committee shall apj)oint or remoTO mar- 
ket olQcers subjfedt, bowevor, to tbo ap- 
proval of the Council. Bsction 6 em- 
powers the Committee, subjeet toappi'bT- 
111 of Council, to lease sf^d^'mKlrketJ 
Seven provides for ^ the' inspefition'-'bi 
meats, provisions, &"c. Eight gives power 
to tho Committee to regulate all matters 
aud things thereto appertaining. Nino 
prohibits "foratalling." Ten defines and 
rognlatea market fees. Eleven prevents 
peddling through the city bofore certain 
hours. Twelve provides for enforcing 
collection of fees and punishing false re- 
turns. Thirteen requires the Committee 
to provide a proper weighing machine, 
^und regulates the use of tho name. Foiir- 
■-twrn^^tftblishes a schedule of fees for use 
'b'f> Weighing machine. The remaining 
sections make provision for ootupelling 
vendors of certain comriibSKiSs to weigh 
the same und to produce, the, certificate 
of weight, and for the enforcing of pen- 
alties for tbo iulractiou of any Bylaws or 
other market reguialious. ,, - 

Coun. Williams said that a market had 
been tried here icil failed, '^Jhred"-, were 
tried in San b'r'ancisco beforip.'aOiioeM was 
attained and Le moved as ameadmenti 
seconded by Ooun.
